Dan Abeil’-s soft drink place on St. 
Lo uis avenue was 'raided about 5 
o’clock Tuesday evening by Marshal 
J. T. Abell and Officers Tom Tucker 
and Peter Sensback resulting in the 
(seizure of several bottles of gin and 
a large jug of whiskey. 
The proprie­ 
tor o f the place was arrested as soon 
, as the illegal liquors were found, and 
when arraigned before Justice of 
Peace John Congdon upon the charge 
of selling without a license plead 
guilty and was fined the minimum fine 
of $50 which with the costs amounted 
to $58.90. 
The marshal was informed Tuesday 
morning that liquor was being sold at 
Abell’s place and made arrangements 
without delay for the raid. 
The offi­ 
cers found the beer and whiskey with­ 
out much difficulty and the liquors 
were tjiken-to the police headquarters 
where they would have been held had 
the-defendant not plead guilty and a 
trial had been held. 
• The affidavit was prepared against 
Abell upon the charge of selling in­ 
toxicating liquors without a license. 
Had the charge been made against 
him under the “ blind tiger” law a con­ 
viction would have required that a 
jail sentence of not le** than thirty 
days he added to the fine. 
Under the law the illegal liquor^ I 
must be kept by the police officers for 
thirty days after which time they will 
be destroyed by the county sheriff. 
The officers sav that thev are keep- 
ing a close watch upoh ail places un­ 
der suspicion of violating the liquors 
laws and that they will make a raid 
whenever they have sufficient infor­ 
mation that liquor is being sold.

Household Hints. 
Very little w a ter should be used in 
w a shing oilcloth, a s some of it will 
seep through to the cloth beneath and 
rot it.

Bill Was Called Up o n Seco nd Read­ 
ing 
at 1 O’Clo ck To day , the Galler- 


lee Were Filled With Interested On­ 


lo o kers— Amendment to Co ld-Sto r­ 
ag e Bill a Blo w at the Passe Egg. 


Indianapo lis, Feb. 1.— The Proctor 
liq uor reg ulatio n bill was taken up on 
second reading in the senate at 2 
o ’clock this afternoon. 
The measure 
has attracted much attention and the 
galleries and side seats in the senate 
chamber were occupied by a large 
crowd of interested onlookers when 
JJhe discussion began. 
The way of the cold storage egg in 
Indiana will not be so dev ious hereaf- 
: ter if an amendment proposed by the 
cold storage men and wholesale pro­ 
duce dialers for the cold storage bill 
now in the legislature is included in 
the bill. 
According to the prov isions 
of the proposed amendment, the egg 
of this class must be properly herald­ 
ed wherev er it goes, and if not so her­ 
alded, the person or persons respon­ 
sible for its not being properly an­ 
nounced shall he subject to fine. 
The storage men and the produce 
dealers held a meeting with H. E. Rar- 
| nard, state food and drug commission­ 
er. and agreed to a number of arnend- 
! merits to the bill, amo ng them one per­ 
taining to the wholesaling of cold sto r­ 
age eggs. 


Wording of Amendment. 


In full, the amendment is as fol­ 
lows : 
“That no person, firm or corporation 
shall sell, either at wholesale or re- 
! tail, any storage eggs as fresh eggs. 
I That all inv oices shall plainly state 
whether such eggs 
are storage or 
fresh, and when such eggs are sold at 
retail, the wrapper, bag or container 
shall he plainly 
stamped with the 
words sto rage eggs.’ in case eggs so 
sold hav e been in storage for ninety 
days.” 
This amendment is to he merged in 
the draft to be submitted to the senate 
wdth 
the following amendment, de­ 
signed to o v e r the display of storage 
eggs for retail: 
“ Prov ided, howev er, that if there 
shall be placed in the receptacle con­ 
taining the parts in full v iew of the 
public a card not smaller than eight 
inches in width by eight inches in 
height, upon which shall he printed 
the words, ‘cold sto rage,’ in plain black 
letters, not less than two inches in 
length, to gether with the date as pro- 
: v ided for herein, such card shall be a 
sufficient marking.’’ 
The conference also agreed to an 
amendment defining a cold storage 
or a refrigerating warehouse as “one 
employing 
refrigerating 
machinery, 
whether for public or priv ate use, and 
shall not apply to ice boxes used for 
temporary protection only.” 
The storage men insisted that the 
cold storage period to be allowed un­ 
der the law should be extended from 
nine to twelv e months, but this was 
no t granted. 
The section relating to 
making monthly reports by the storage 
men was amended so as to prov ide in 
lieu of such reports that the state 
bo ard of health shall hav e access to 
the records of the establishments at 
any time. 
The section relating to re­ 
po rts o n conditions of foodstuffs so as 
to prov ide that when had foodstuffs 
are found they shall be branded “unfit 
fo r food.”
